Cairo Has More. Dailies Than 
London, and More Papers Than 
Any Other City of Its Size 


CAIRO, July 15. (Special Correspond- 
ence)—The report of the Egyptian 
Postal Administration for the year 
1922 reveals the surprising fact that 
there were in Egypt on Dec. 31 Tast 
no fewer than 166 daily and weekly 
newspapers. Of these, 94 were pub- 
lished in Arabic, six in other Oriental 
languages, 63 in European tongues, 
and three in combinations of eastern 
and western languages. Of these jour- 
nals, 105 are published in Cairo, 46 in 
Alexandria, and only 15 throughout 
the rest of the country. Of the total 
of 166, 36 were daily newspapers and 
the remainder weekly. 

Cairo, with a population of between 
600,000 and 700,000, has 24 daily 
papers, of which 12 are published in 
_Arabic, four in French, two in Italian, 
four in Greek, one in English, and one 
in Armenian. Alexandria’s 11 dailies 
are composed of four published in 
Greek, three in Arabic, two in French, 
one in English, and one in Italian. 
Outside the two chief towns, there is 
only one daily paper, a French journal 
of Port Said, and one or two bi-weekly 
sheets at Tanta, one of the leading 
towns .of the provinces.

Stearns, will not be used as the 
summer White House this year, the 
publicity given to early reports of 
the prospects of its occupation by 
President Coolidge, together with the 
knowledge that he had spent many 
quiet days there while in the office of 
Vice-President, has aroused a great 
deal of interest in the place, and 
tourists already are asking to be di- 
rected to the Stearns house, which 
is likely to house the President many 
times before his term of office ex- 
pires. 

Almost completely hidden from the 
curious one as he passes, by digni- 
fied, beautiful elm, oak and maple 
trees, “Red Gables’ stands as one 
of the oldest homes on Little’s Point. 
As a possible summer White House 
for President Coolidge and his fam- 
lly, “Red Gables” has been discussed 
with great enthusiasm for the last 
week or two by many, and by the 
people of Greater Boston in particu- 
lar, who have known President 
Coolidge as former Governor and 
who would be indeed pleased if he 
chose to spend some of his summer 
days near his old friends.

The year 1859 
gave place to a period of liberalism 
and growing industrial prosperity 
which has not yet been the subject of 
‘an exhibition. It culminated in the 
International Exhibition of 1873. On 
the opening day of this exhibition the 
great collapse on the stock exchange 
occurred and years of retrenchment 
and penury followed. After 1879 Ger- 
man-speaking Austria was in the 
thraldom of reaction. 

New Barock Museum 

Rather than record these recollec- 
tions of which all Vienna is one sole 
great exhibit and derelict, a more 
remote past was remembered, the age 
of the gifted architects and artists 200 
years ago who shaped the architec- 
tural character of elder Vienna. I 
refer to the Barock style, transplanted 
to Vienna foremost by J. B. Fischer 
yon Erlach (1656-1723), who had 
studied in Rome and northern Italy 
the work of Bernini, Borromini and 
others. When after the siege by the 
Turks (1683) the burned suburbs were 
reconstructed and unprotected locali- 
ties further away became safe, build- 
ing received a great impetus and these 
Barock architects beautified Vienna by 
public buildings, palaces, churches, 
_ ete. Their influence lasted throughout 
the eighteenth century and was then 
followed by the homely Biederinaier 
style of the early nineteenth century 
which passed away in the sixties. The 
Barock style, apart from these still 
remaining monuments, can now be 
studied in the new Barock Museum 
opened in May in the Lower Belvedere 
Palace, 

Some return to an earlier past and 
revive medieval art; thus a Latin 
Easter play acted in the most com- 
fortable medieval. days of Austria,

Dramatic Censorship 


The theaters are very numerous and 
active, producing in rapid sequel all 
that is advanced, revolutionary, eccen- 
tric or that would formerly have been 
prohibited by the censor. The censor 
is under a cloud, yet, under the guise 
of financial control, an official grip 
is being laid on the artistic independ- 
ence of the managers of the state 
theaters, the famous Burgtheater and 
the opera, With the result that the 
manager of the Burgtheater refused 
to comply, and resigned his position; 
the directors of the opera are travel- 
ing, and their attitude remains to be 
seen. 

In earlier Vienna the theater re- 
placed the muffied press and absent 
‘platform, and satisfied as well the 
cra’ of many people to pry into 
the lives of public characters. An 
historical exhibition revived also these 
memories, and amateyrs and special- 
ists are overjoyed at the fact that the 
archives and old libraries of two old 
popular theaters have been, by dona- 
tion, handed over to the National Li- 
brary. That poor library, unable to 
acquire m>dern literature for nearly 
gbsolute lack of funds, is thus en- 
riched by thousands of farcical plays 
a hundred years old—a symbolic il- 
lustration of the makeshift life to 
‘which the Austrian people are re- 
duced. 

Academic and Historical Work 


More serious work is also done, of 
course.

The first of Mr. Lindsay’s hiero- 
glyphics to reach the general public 
made their appearance this spring in 
“ Going - to-the-Sun,” sketches and 
verses describing his mountain climb- 
ing adventures last summer with 
Stephen Graham-in Glacier Park and 
Alberta.. In the preface of this book 
and in the preface of “The Art of the 
Moving Picture,” 1922 edition, and of 
his “Collected Poems,” published this 
summer, Mr. Lindsay explains his pre- 
occupation. He has a theory that “the 
advertising, billboard, cartoon, and 
movie psychology of America today is 
much nearer to the imagistic forms of 
Egyptian hieroglyphic poetry than to 
any of the literature of Europe.

The “Close-Ups” 

We are inclined to be facetious here 
to cover our ignorance. Textbooks of 
glyphic philology will have to be 
rewritten if the pictographs of the 


Nile are ever to appeal to the. adver-- 


tising copywriter, to the billboard 
designer or to the resident of Holly- 
wood. As it is, they seem very diffi- 
cult in Boston. We turn our attention 
with relief to the sketches which Mr. 
Lindsay describes as only larger pic- 
ture writings; larger and plainer say 
we. But not a bit too plain. Mr. Lind- 
gay asks im the preface of the “Col- 
lected Poems” that his critics scru- 
tinize his verse “for evidences of ex- 
perience in drawing from life, drawing 
architecture, drawing sculpture, try- 
ing to draw the Venus of Milo, and 
imitating the Japanese Prints and 
Beardsley, and trying to draw like 
Blake, and all such matters.” No need 
to make the request of a critic looking 
at his pictures. The influence of 
Blake and Beardsley is well inter- 
mixed with the influence of the 
Springfield (Ill.) man who wrote 
“General William Booth Enters Into 
Heaven” and “In Praise of Johnny 
Appleseed.” Mr. Lindsay in his pic- 
tures presents ideas rather than de- 
scriptive images and he does it with 
characteristic humor, rhythm, symbol- 
ism and originality. Whether his pic- 
tures are as good as pictures as his 
poems are as poems, particularly as 
recited poems, is a useless as well as 
an impossible question. Mr. Lindsay 
telis us that he is a writer of verses by 
the way, that his life has been devoted 
to the study of art. And yet prob- 
ably almost all who see “Going-to- 
the Sun” will enjoy most “So Much the 
Worse for Boston,” a delightful, ironi-

at and wounded in its last flight, but 
reached its destination and lived to 
enjoy its well-earned repose and 
honor. Very many of these winged 
messengers were killed when flying 
over the enemy's lines and occupied 
territory: many arrived “home” 
wounded, and succumbed: the pigeon 
referred to. bears, therefore, his 
“honors” largely as a representative 
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OFF 


of all of the other British birds who 
did their duty during the war by 
carrying dispatches from the front to 
their respective headquarters. 

Now that the war is long since over, 
there can be no harm in stating that 
the British War Office availed itself of 
the services of homing pigeons to an 
enormous extent. It is no secret now 
{although it was kept a secret then) 
that there was a special pigeon de- 
partment of the War Office, com- 
manded by Maj. A. H. Osman, editor 
of The Racing Pigeon, and adminis- 
tered by a regiment of trained “flying” 
men, having at their disposal spe- 
cially fitted motor “lofts” and every 
convenience for housing, tending, dis- 


patching and receiving the message- 


carrying birds. Tens of thousands of 
pigeons were thus used during the 
war. Nearly 50 years ago Belgium, it 
was calculated, possessed more than 
600,000 homing pigeons: so, what 
were the numbers owned in Great 
Britain—all made available by law for 
national purposes, in 1914—1918, I 
will leave to the reader's imagination! 

The use of “homers,” as these birds 
are technically known, is no new thing 
in the annals of the nations. By 1891 
military pigeon post had been adopted 
by most continental nations, and their 
Organization had then attained great 
completeness in France, Germany, 
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Austria, Italy; Spain, Portugal and 
Switzerland. England lagged behind ; 
and it was chiefly due to the efforts 
of W. B. Tegetmeier, that the state 
took up the use of carrier-pigeons for 
national purposes. Though the army 
would not adopt pigeon post, the navy, 
or rather the lighthouse authorities, 
quaintly called the. “Bretheren of Trin- 
ity House,” lent an ear to his advice, 
and, under his direction, in 1876, es- 
tablished a pigeon service between 
certain lightships and the shore. By 
1878 a large stock of birds had been 
trained, and for a few years they ren- 
dered excellent service in bringing in 
news of shipwrecks. The scheme 
failed, however, for strangely enough, 
the birds on the floating lighthouses 
could not stand the continual swaying 
of the ship. 

The Foundation of Two Fortunes 

The foundations of the fortunes 
of two great houses were laid by 
the use of homing pigeons. Baron 


Rothschild, before the days of the 
electric telegraph, had an immense 
number of these birds, which brought 
the news of the _ state of the 
money markets in Paris to London, 
and frequently the Baron cleared in 
England, almost directly after the 
news arrived, many thousands of 
pounds by buying stock. Paul de 
Reuter began his career by carrying 
on a pigeon post between Aachen and 
Brussels, before 1850. Coming to 
London, in 1851, he established the 
telegraphic news agency which is 
now known everywhere. 

It was, however, during the siege 
of Paris, in 1870-71. Letters from 
England were conveyed to Tours, then 
the seat of the French Government, 
and thence carried by trained. “homers” 
to Paris. These letters were at first 
limited to 20 words, including both 
names and addresses. At Tours, the 
messages were photographed, on a re- 
duced scale, 


paper. - But @ French photographer, M. 


Dagron, invented a system by which | 


all communications, whether public 
dispatches or private letters, were 
printed in ordinary type, and then 
micro-photographed on thin films of 
collodion. These pellicles measured 
only 2%in. by 1%in., yet contained

ties to put on a single pigeon as many 
as 18 films, bearing more than 50,000 
messages, yet not weighing half a 
gramme. 

The films were rolled up tightly and 
put in a small quill, attached longi- 
tudinally to a tail feather of the bird. 
On arrival in Paris, they were flat- 
tened out, and thrown, by means of a 
magic lantern, on a screen, highly 
magnified, of course; the messages 
were copied by clerks and sent to 
their. destination. The system was 
improved by substituting sensitized 
paper for the screen; the enlarged let- 
ters were photographically printed at 
once, the messages cut off, and dis- 
tributed. 

Homing pigeons were utilized also 
at the siege of Mafeking, during the 
South African war, while, for a period, 
they worked a regular postal system 
between Auckland, New Zealand, and 
Great Barrier Island, about 60 miles 
distant from the mainland. 

Early Pigeon Races 

The first big Pigeon Race in Great 
Britain took place on June 24, 1871, 
the flight being from London to Brus- 
sels. Seventy-two birds were flown 
at noon, and Mr. Tegetmeier, who or- 
ganized the race, wired to the secre- 
tary of the Belgian society in Brussels. 
immediately after the birds’ departure. 
The telegram reached him at 5:30 but 


‘the birds arrived at the lofts at 5:28— 


just two minutes before! 

Another early celebrated flight was 
that from Rome to Brussels, 900 miles, 
in 1878. The first English flight— 
from the grounds of the Crystal 
Palace, Sydenham, was postponed by 
the palace secretary because King 
Edward, then Prince of Wales; was. to 
visit the palace, ahd it was thought. 
by the authorities, that so vulgar a 
thing as a pigeon race would be 
derogatory to royalty.

HONOLULU, Aug. 2 (By Mail)—In 
its August review of crop and business 
conditions in Hawaii, the Trent Trust 
Company, Ltd., of this city; discussing 
the islands’ sugar crop, says: 

With 93 per cent of the 1923 crop 
manufactured and the amount on hand 
only normal it is not likely that there 
will be much change in the total esti- 
mate of Hawaiian shipments this year. 
Up to Aug. 1, there had been shipped 
422.600 tons, leaving stocks on hand

He was an exceedingly good am- 
bassador, and has done much for 
dramatic art in the United States, but 
he was never a diplomatist, in the 
sense of insincerity.

This “being true” to what he 
beHeved to be true, pervaded all his 
work. I have heard him say about 
some parts which he played none too 
well because they did not suit him— 
“rotten”—not of the part, but of 
himself. Actors so self-confessed are 
rare aves. But when he could pene- 
trate a character with heart and men- 
tality, what a performance! what joy, 
what human chords vibrating all the 
time! 

Can one ever forget his old waiter 
in Shaw's “You Never Can Tell’— 
so simple, so suave, so gently ladling 
out common sense without ever ob- 
truding the notion that this humble 
servant towered above his superiors 
in station and breeding. Again his 
Caliban of 1922—the one surviving 
feature of the strange revival: Was 
ever the part given: so boldly, 
originally, so wittily?

Getting Inside the Theater 


“THE “Average Actor” got his first 
whiff of professional footlights 
well along in the ’80s. “Whiff” is 


correct, as the stage luminant in that 
phase of “good old days” was either 
a strong quality of gas or coal oil, he 
said. Amateurs: were often satisfied 
“with candles, using tin shields as re- 
flectors nicely painted green on the 
front side. 

“For those whose families were not 
in or of the theatre, to be ‘going on 
the stage’ was more of an’ adventure 
than it is today,” he says. “ ‘Your set’ 
usually turned their social backs on 
you, pitying you and regretting that 
all intercourse must, of \course, cease.

“Then come the rehearsals. First 
they are held on a bare stage.

Then 
finally comes the dress rehearsal, with 
the complete mise em scéne. These 
continue until the premiére. 


“The results of the premiére are not 
always definite. Changes are made in 
accordance with the indications that 
are received. In Pailleron’s ‘Cabotin.” 
for instance, a whole act was cut out. 
As a result, the play proved to be a 
veritable triumph. 


“One cannot tell what is going to 
happen. During the dress rehearsals. 
shortly before the premiére, ‘La Fille 
de Roland’ was pronounced a failure. 
Yet its 150 performances proved to the 
contrary. On the other hand, ‘La 
Prineesse de Bagdad’ was, on the night 
of its premiéfe, judged to be a success. 
But it fell flat after only a few per- 
formances. This is a phenomenon 
of the theater that does not lend it- 
self to easy analysis. A play can 
easily produce an impression of dra- 
matic intensity at the general dress 
rehearsal. Yet, 48 hours later, played 
by the same cast, it can be doomed 
to a failure by an audience that is 
rocking with laughter during its whole 
performance. Such was the fate of 
‘Anne de Kerviller’.” N. W.

of that happiness when attained. The

Europe and is published over the signatures of a number 
of prominent English men and women. The sole motive 
prompting them is, they maintain, a desire to lay before 
the. American public the sense which they entertain of 
the grave dangers threatening that western civilization, 
of whigh the American and British peoples alike are 
members, from the disruptive forces liberated by the war 
and ffom the failure to make a good and stable peace. 
One of its most significant features is the fact that it is 
not a plea for material aid or for political alliance, but 
for such co-operation in the defense of civilization as an 
intelligent sympathy and understanding may evoke. In 
other words it urges a co-operation based upon a spiritual 
need. “America,” it reads in part, “is able to perform a 
great service of healing for the world, on the one hand, 
because of the position of detachment and security which 
she holds, and-on the other, because of the disinterested 
motives which brought her into the great war.” 
It must be acknowledged that facing the facts of a 
situation is not always exactly palatable to.all the parties 
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involved, but this is not a sufficient reason for withhold-_.- 


ing those facts from general knowledge. Let us briefly 
review what the situation is, as presented in this state- 
ment. The events of the last four years have shown, it 
is Maintained, industrial and financial ruin, wars, fam- 
ines, revolutions; springing ‘up-in quick succession over 
large tracts of Europe. and west Asia from seed sown in 
the peace treaties and the subsequent policies e the great 
western powers. Moreover, the professed cohditions of 
a just and reasonable settlement in these treaties and 
policies are now seen to have been poisoned by the 
atmosphere of hate, greed, jealousy, and suspicion in 
which they were conceived and administered. A terrible 
indictment indeéd of what are commonly called “peace” 
treaties ! 

The most immediate concern is now centered, of 
course, quite naturally upon the operations of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty in the ruthless hands of its chief executant, 
France, experience having shown, in the opinion of many, 
that the rigorous administration of that instrument can 
yield neither of the two chief results for which it was 
designed—the collection of full reparations and security. 
‘The present object is not, however, to arraign France, 
but rather to invite consideration of the state of mind 
which continues to render European recovery imprat- 
ticable, in order that its correction. may be made pos- 
sible. In other words, so long as hate and fear are 
allowed to maintain their hold as the chief ingredients 
of the mental complex of certain nations, there is no 
hope for a permanent and healing peace. 

What, then, is the need of the hour? As the signa- 
tories of this appeal see it, and as many others in the 
world are also seeing it today, the need is for an inter- 
national order, not based upon a fortuitous harmony 
of separate national interests, or upon a so-called balance 
of power, but upon a conscious regular agreement be- 
tween the peoples of the world to:preserve the common 
order of the world, and to co-operate in other ways for 
the achievement: of objects which lie beyond the limits 
of merely national endeavor. The attainment of such 
an ideal would not mean the cancellation or the abridg- 
ment of national patriotism, but its fulfillment, for just 
as an individual realizes his highest purposes in concert 
with his fellows, so a nation needs for its national 
perfection a society of nations. . That some form of 
effective international co-operation must shortly prevail 
is becoming more and more clearly recognized by -the 
majority of those who are closely conversant with Euro- 
pean affairs. 

In view, therefore, of the lack of moral power to 
enforce fundamental changes in the terms of peace and 
in the practical relations between the various European 
governments and théir peoples, the United States shas it 
in its power by its co-operation to perform a service to 
humanity, the importance of which is almost impossible 
to estimate. Its co-operation, that is to say, by prac- 
tically any method whatever, would enable it to exercise 
the greatest influence in the ordering of world affairs 
ever vouchsafed to any country. It is useless to say that 
peace has been attained. On the contrary, a peace treaty 
which will even approach what its name implies has yet 
to be written.

It will help Americans of the north in attain- 
ing a better understanding of their own relations. with 
the rest of the world to leatn more about their southern 
brethren. The disclosures of Dr. Zeballos are well worth 
study in this quest for knowledge. | 

-He pointed out that the Constitution of Argentina, 
adopted in 1853 after a long period of civil war and 
amended in 1860, was not modeled in all respects on 
that of the United States, but, on the contrary, it “cre- 
ated a new type of state unknown in the annals of poli- 
tics.” He went on: 


Until then states were nationalistic; that is {> say, 
they were founded for their creators and for their 
posterity. The last and most powerful of nationalities 
to which democracy gave birth, the United States of 
America, made no innovation in this respect. It is a 
mistaken notion to consider the Argentine Constitution 
a complete copy of that of the United States. They 
differ substantially on matters of importance. Some of 
the greatest differences are those relating to the finality 
of the state and to international private law. The 
framers of the Constitution of the United States, in 
accordance with universa) conception of all previous 
time, founded a nation for themselves. The preamble 
of the Argentine Constitution says: “For ourselves, and 
for all the men of the world who wish to inhabit 
Argentine soil.” The former reproduces a nationalistic 
state; the latter creates the new type of humani- 
tarian state. 


Foreigners living in Argentina, Dr. Zeballos said, 


enjoy the same rights and guarantees as citizens, but are 
not compelled to accept Argentine nationality and, if they 
are naturalized, they are exempted from milftary service 
for ten years. The Argentine law, he declaregl, “‘estab- 
lishes an international policy harmonizing with its 
humanitarian finality.” He continued: 


Our great charter repudiates war. It imposes on the 
federal Government the duty of securing relations of 
peace and commerce with foreign powers. The spirit 
of the people of Argentina is heroic but not aggressive. 
When the cause of a war is susceptible of a decorous 
solution by pacific means, then that war will be avoided. 
At the same time we have no fear of foreign aggression, 
as by following an honest policy we cannot make any 
enemies. 

If the United States and.all other nations should em- 
body in their fundamental! laws the idea that they were 
not created for themselves alone, but expected also to 
perform all reciprocal .obligations toward other states 
as individuals are supposed to act. and, if.they con- 
ducted themselves on the avowed plan of avoiding war 
by dealing honestly with their neighbors, thus making 
no enemies, then the era of universal peace would arrive 
quickly. . 


One proof of Argentina’s sincerity, ’a visible symbol 
that its people translate their Constitution’s words of 
international good will into acts, is the monumental 
Christ of the Andes, cast from cannon of Argentina and 
Chile, and. placed in the mountain pass between the two 
countries—a lasting pledge of peace between them. 


THE long-looked-for change in German politics has 
begun. The “passive resistance’ Chancellor, Wilhelm 
Cuno, has resigned, and a new 
and broader coalition is being 
formed. The new chief execu- 
tive, Dr? Gustav Stresemann, is 
not committed to a continuation 
of the Ruhr resistance. He can, 
therefore, comply with the mini- 
mum French demand without 
loss of face. Threatening social disorder has also led 
to a return in the political make-up of the Cabinet toward 
the Left, so as to include the United Socialists, while 
still containing the People’s Party, of which the new 
Chancellor’ is the leader, and with which the Socialists 
had previously hesitated to co-operate. But while the 
Socialist deputies in the Reichstag are still numerous, 
the growing distress has caused so many trade-union 
members to quit that party for the Communist, that it 
is not at all certain that the elevation of a few Socialist 
leaders to ministerial dignity will stem the movement 
toward the red flag. 

The new Chancellor, however, is both young and 
able, an untried force. Hardly 45 years of age, he is 
not only the leader of the party representing the industrial 
interests, but has been for some time the chairman of the 
most important committee in the Reichstag. To what 
extent he speaks fer Hugo Stinnes, the coal and iron 
magnate of Germany, there is diversity of opinion. Some 
allege the People’s Party really represents Stinnes and 
his colleagues; others that Stresemann stands for the 
manufacturing interests, rather than those of the “heavy,” 
coal and iron industries located in Westphalia and on 
the Rhine. 3 

By education Herr Stresemann is a lawyer, hailing 
from Saxony. At the age of twenty-three he took his 
doctor’s degree at the University of Leipzig; at twenty- 
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_nine he was elected a member of the Reichstag, where he 


joined the old National-Liberal Party, which split up at 
the 1918 revolution. He has. not been considered an 
ardent republican. . Though he accepts the new régime, 
“as it is,’ he is suspected of being at heart still a 
monarehist. 

What is his attitude toward the all-important repara- 
tions question? “Last May, in the course of one of his 
many addresses, he asked his famous question, “What 
does a billion more or less matter, as long as the future 
of Germany is at stake?’ which aroused the enmity of 
the Nationalists, who then began to hound him as a 
“‘defeatist.”” This attitude coincides, however, with that 
of the moderate Socialists, who realize the necessity of 
negotiating with France. A man of wide reading, who 
likes to see things in their historical perspective, a student 
of Goethe and the Napoleonic period, Herr Stresemann 
admits Germany must pay, because it has been defeated, 
but insists it must preserve its territorial integrity and 
full sovereignty. In other words, he will probably yield 
in the Ruhr and offer to pay reparations, but will not 
consent to a separation of the Rhineland. 

“Surely, it is not to the tune of “Deutschland Ueber 
Alles’ that France will withdraw her regiments from the 
Ruhr,” he remarked in another recent address. “There- 
fore, as long as Germany is weak, we cannot expect any- 
thing but a policy of compromise.” But besides being a

philosopher, Herr Stresemann is a lawyer and a clever 
one. The French see in him “a tenacious, shrewd, supple 
adversary, but withal an intelligent one,” “which,” con- 
cludes a writer in the Europe Nouvelle, “will be a 
change.”” Will Herr Stresemann be able to save Germany 
from collapse? . Rapid measures are needed. The utter 
deterioration of the mark has upset indtstrial life, so 
ithat big strikes are momentarily expected. When men 
are idle and not getting food for their own, they are apt 
to riot. The outlook would have been more reassuring 
if the Communist Party had also come within the Gov- 


ernment fold. 


One of the most remarkable features of the events in 
the United States since the passing of President Harding 
has been the manner in which 
the people of the whole country 
have rallied to the support of 
Calvin Coolidge, as though in a 
determination to give him every 
opportunity to prove his capac- 
ity in his present difficult situa- 
tion, unhampered by adverse and 
picayunish criticism. Hence, it is the more to be de- 
plored that a paper such as The New Republic should 
publish an article casting a slur on his ability and inti- 
mating that the American people will be extremely for- 
tunate if no great issue comes up for decision during his 
Administration. ‘Mr. Coolidge is negative?’ says Bruce 
Bliven, the writer of the article in question, “from the 
inertia of a caution bordering on timidity. Whereas a 
Roosevelt goes out hunting for trouble, breaks it to saddie 
and rides it home, a Coolidge stays within his tent and 
hopes it will not find him. This is the normal policy to 
be expected where moderate intelligence is coupled with 
low vitality.” Whether The New Republic deems that 
this unnecessary attack is likely to help the new Presi- 
dent or the American people does not appear, but the 
reader can draw his own conclusions. 

On the other hand, The Villager, a little four-page 
weekly paper published in Katonah, N. Y., furnishes a 
typical example of the attitude assumed by the great mass 
of the people in the United States, an attitude which must 
have given Mr. Coolidge an inspiration with which to 
enter upon his new duties greater than any high-sounding

Some-day it will come to be generally recognized that 
the press of the world is far more responsible for the 
successes and the failures of its great men than at present 
it appears to appreciate, Any individual assuming at a 
moments notice the duties.of the Chief Executive of the 
United States is necessarily placed under stress and strain 
which is tremendous and therefore is entitled to expect 
the tentative support of the whole people, whose affairs 
he is to direct. If that people sees fit not to reappoint 
him to his high office at the next presidential election, 
that is another matter altogether. While he is in that 
office, and especially while he is atternpting to take over 
his new duties, silence, rather than contentious criticism, 
is the least that can be offered. 
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So FAR as it may be intended to maintain unsullied 
the name “Cabot” as a badge of family pride, the plea to 
a Pennsylvania court to refuse the petition of the 
Kabotchnick family to change their name to that of those 
who “speak only to Lowells” is open to question. But 
the tundamental propriety of protests against such 
changes in family names as to wholly conceal the racial 
origins of those bearing them is unquestionable. Despite 
Shakespeare, there is something in a name. Willing as 
Americans may be to merge in a common citizenship all 
orders and all races of men, they are not yet agreed that 
all elements of social differentiation should be eliminated. 
The courts have always been too complaisant in permit- 
ting those of foreign birth to choose new family names 
which will wholly conceal the original race or nationality 
of those adopting them. There is reason enough for sim- 
plifying and adapting to the untrained tongues of Ameri- 
cans some of the patronymics of Polish, Russian, or 
Balkan origin. But the new name conferred should not 
be wholly without visible association with the race of its 
bearer. Whatever the motive for the Cabot protest, there 
is sound Americanism 1m it.

Pracuk, July 24 (Special Correspondence)—-Not many 
miles from the old Hussite town of Tabor are the ruins 
of the little Castle of Kozi Hradek, where John Huss 
took refuge when he was obliged to leave Prague in 1413. 
The great reformer had been actively protesting against the 
sale of indulgences in the market place at Prague, both in his 
sermons in Bethlehem Chapel, and also before the professors 
and students of the University of Prague, of which he was 
rector. The Pope, in consequence, had excommunicated him, 
and had ordered the destruction of Bethlehem Chapel. ‘This 
led to disorders in the streets of the city, between the followers 
of Huss and the adherents of the Pope.- King Venceslas, 
anxious to smooth things over, begged Huss to leave Prague for 
a while, and he immediately obeyed, retiring to this little castle, 
which belonged to Lord John of Austi, one of his followers. 

Built on a small hill, surrounded by a deep moat, and 
hidden away in a forest of fir trees, it seems an ideal spot tor 
a refugee reformer. Many of the writings of Huss date from 
this period, and in these, more strongly than ever, he affirms 
the Bible to be the only true source of Christian belief. Here 
among the simple peasants he continued also his preaching. 

> > > 

Every year on July 6, the anniversary of his martyrdom, 
pilgrimages are made to this spot, from Prague, from Tabor, 
and from all the country round; and addresses are given, to 
remind the people of the great truths for which John Huss 
stood, and for which he suffered. 

I have myself just made a pilgrimage there, and this was 
how it came about. I arrived in Tabor from Prague one 
brilliant sunny morning at 9 o'clock, armed with an introduc- 
tion to a pastor there. I was wanting to find a lodging in the 
town, and it was thought that he could help me. , My know!- 
edge of the Czech language was very limited, but 1 asked a 
postman who was delivering letters the way to the pastor's 
house. The postman replied that it was very difficult to 
describe, but that if I would come with him while he delivered 
his letters he would afterward be free to take me. So I went 
round with the letters, my kind guide murmuring apologetically, 
‘“Minuta,” whenever he dodged into an archway, and taking 
off his cap with a profound bow when he returned to find me 
waiting outside. At last we came to the pastor’s house, only 
to find that he had gone to Prague for the day; but his young 
wife was at home, and when-she understood my needs she set 
out at once with me to look for rooms. Passed on from one 
to another, we paid many calls, but though I gained a great 
insight into the domestic habits of the people of Tabor, no 
suitable lodging could be found. One old lady said she was 
a prophetess and offered to tell my fortune with cards, but 
that Was not my need. So with many salutations we came 
away, and gave up the search. , 

> > > 

Then I was taken to see a lady who spoke English, a great 
rarity in Tabor. She lives with her mother in a dear little 
white house, all on one floor, built on the fortification walls of 
the ancient town, just where one of the old towers. used to be. 
The situation of Tabor is very beautiful. It stands on a ‘hill, 
round the foot of which winds the River Lugnice; and it 1s 
where the hill descends most steeply to the river that the old 
fortification walls are still standing. Clothed now in spring 
greenery, and with the fir-clad slopes of other hills seen just 
beyond the river, this peaceful spot seems to bear little rela- 
tion to the memories of the grim old Taborites, who fought so 
fiercely with their flails that they struck terror into the hearts 
ot their better-armed adversaries. What would they have 
thought of the little house on the wall, with all its signs of 
comfort, its electric light, its pretty flower garden, its straw- 
berry beds, on the very site of some of their grimmest struggles? 
Most of all, what would they have thought of the perfect liberty 
of conscience which its inhabitants now enjoy? I am not sure 
that they would not have thought it rather dull, forthe love 
of fighting evil by evil’s own methods seems to die hard, and 
there were very rough characters among those who professed 
to follow Huss. - 

[ was very cordially received by these present-day Taborites. 
The old lady was most anxious to give up her .bedroom to me, 
but, of course, I could not allow it. However, they intro- 
duced me to a friend, the widow of a former professor at Prague 
University ; and she, having room in her house, most hospitably 
offered to take me in the following week. 

> 

It was these new-found friends who decided that I must 
see Kozi Hradek. ‘They told me it was only a walk of one 
and one-half hours; but it took two hours’ steady walking, 
first along the high road, and then through the wide Bohemian 
fields, before we reached our goal. It is indeed a good name, 
Kozi Hradek, “Goat’s Castle”; for the steep sides of the little 
hill are better fitted for goats than for the approach to a human 
dwelling. For centuries the site was almost forgotten, and 
the ruins were completely covered over, but a teacher at last 
traced the spot, and the walls were excavated. Barewalls 
they are, but still standing firm, and witnessing to the love of 
truth and righteousness which is ineradicable from the heart 
of man. ‘A very deep well in what was once the courtyard 
of the.castle is in perfect preservation still. 

The brilliant day had changed, and it had just begun to 
rain,’so we turned homeward, ‘guided by the “Tourist Club” 
marks on the trees which are such a splendid help to travelers 
throughout this country. During our two hours’ walk the 
tain came down with a steady pour, and | learnt something 
about Bohemian mud. “Out of the mud into the puddles,”’ 
is their equivalent of our proverb, “Out of the frying-pan into 
the fire,” and we illustrated that proverb well on our way \ 
home. Still true to their hospitable instincts, my friends in- 
sisted on borrowing an umbrella for me from the tailor in a 
village we passed through; and though even a third of an 
umbrella is better than none, we were all of.us glad when 
the beautiful towers of Tabor came well into view, and 
another Hussite pilgrimage was over. f. 
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As to the Future of Russian Art

to coalesce here and there; but by its separate parts, especially 
in the realm of painting and music, it is already possible to see 
in it a new blood and fresh strength. It is undergoing transfor- 
mation. Despair and“disappointment Are left behind. You 
can already discern clearly its outstanding features—sternness, 
strength, simplicity, an affirmation of life, a desire to overcome 
the chaos. It is still too early to speak of the quality of Russian 
art. No one knows what paths Russia will choose in her im- 
pending future, what roadways her art will follow: but by 
the coloring of this art, by the direction of its flight, you cannot 
but feel in the mists of the futurethe blossoming of spring, not 
the fading of autumn.
